REPORT OF YORK COUNTY 
TUBERCULOSIS AND HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered 
the Town of Limington by the York County Tubercul- 
osis and Health Association for the period beginning 
January 1, 1949 to December 31, 1949. 
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A School Health Program has been conducted in all 
sections of the town throughout the year. This means 
establishing habits which provide healthful living in 
the School, the Home and the Community; and provid- 
ing knowledge and preventive measures which assist 
each individual in developing and maintaining good 
physical health. 

In further detail the program consists of retesting 
questionable vision and hearing, making general exam- 
ination of each pupil; taking heights and weights, spe- 
cial attention to teeth and throat, charting all findings, 
making recommendations for remedial corrections, vis- 
iting and assisting parents of children who are found in 
need of immediate medical and dental attention. 

A Tuberculosis Case-finding Program which con- 
s_sts of tuberculin testing of the school children, x-ray- 
ing all edult contacts of positive reactors and follow-up 
o. all known cases and contacts. 

Also organizing and conducting immunization clin- 
ics for both adults and children.

pediculi. Home visits and adjustments made readily. 

Several children and adults taken to different clinics 
in Portland (Heart, Skin, Throat, Vision and other 
diagnostic clinics) and to Portland and Sanford Hospi- 
tals for surgery. 

Many home calls made because of various illnesses 
and communicable diseases. 

Forty school children were given Tuberculin Patch 
tests. One positive reactor found. Five adults were 
x-rayed at the State Diagnostic Tuberculosis Clinic 
held in Biddeford, in March. 

Five trips with four children to Dr. Doe, dentist in 
Kezar Falls. Dental bill paid by Limington Commun- 
ity and Welfare Club. All four children had work com- 
pleted and received Dental Certificates. 

Sixteen school children received the “Health Pro- 
motion Certificates” presented by the York County Tu- 
berculosis and Health Association. 

I hope we ean all work a little harder and reach our 
goal of 145 for the “Health Promotion Certificates” this 
coming year. 

Close teamwork on the part of Svation: nurse, 
teacher and parents can be mutually helpful and benefi- 
cial to School, Home and Community ; and keeps Health 
Status at a high level. 

In closing I wish to thank our Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr. Jack, teachers, parents Community Club 
and Town Officers for their co-operation and assistance 
given in conducting the Health Program this year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of the town of Limington, the annual report is 
herewith submitted: 


The continued support of our schools and the in-~ 
creased appropriations from year to year have indicated 
that the citizens in our communities want good schools. 
Under the head of “good schools” we recognize the im- 
portance of proper educational facilities, including up to 
date housing facilities, proper equipment and a well 
trained and efficient teaching personnel. The type o: 
the citizen of tomorrow depends on the type of education 
offered. There is no greater waste than the loss of 
human talent through failure to provide proper educa- 
tional opportunity. In our high schools there is a great 
need of courses in vocational training. We have a large 
group of our youth today, eighteen years of age or un- 
der for whom there is no remunerative employment. It 
is highly essential for society to provide vocational train- 
ing for this large group to enable them to beccme more 
efficient members of society. Undoubtedly it will be- 
come increasingly the concern of the state to make such 
courses available for the students in our schools. These 
future citizens must find their way in the complex world 
of the future. In its broad purpose, a specific aim of 
vocational training is to provide information and guid- 
ance in selecting a vocation; and then training for en- 
tering upon and making successful progress in some field 
of useful employment. 

There will be a tendency in the future to remove 
some of the inequalities in education, so that the student 
in the smaller community will have in as far as possible 
the same educational privileges as are offered in city 
school systems. It is thought that in the near future 
Federal participation in furnishing financial assistance 
for vocational training will remove some of these in- 


equalities. 
Teacher Preparation and Training 

A longer term of preparation—of 4 years is now 
required at Gorham Teachers College in training Ele- 
mentary School teachers. This increased time of train- 
ing will prepare teachers more adequately for the re- 
sponsibilities of the classroom. In order to be certified 
a certain group of teachers must take additional work 
at summer school or in service training through courses 
offered in the school systems of surrounding towns or 
through correspondence courses or extension courses at 
the University of Maine or other institutions. Such 
courses will be required for certificate renewal until 
these teachers have secured a certain number of credit 
hours in meeting minimum requirements. As a further 
incentive for completion a subsidy of $50.00 may be paid 
any teacher who secures 6 credit hours in Education. A 
town paying such subsidy is reimbursed by the state. 
No profession requires greater native ability and more 
careful training than teaching. No calling requires 
more understanding and more highly specialized knowi- 
edge and skill than teaching. Those who teach should 
represent the nations best talent. Because the abilities 
0° the teacher mould to a great extent the nations life. 
Unfortunately there is a tendency for many of the best 
trained teachers and those with a long term of success- 
ful experience to concentrate in the large cities where 
there is better professional opportunity as well as better 
salaries to attract them. 


Support of Schools 

Many towns in the state during the last few years 
have found it necessary to increase the appropriations 
for education. Also increased allocations of the State 
School Fund have been made available through legisla- 
tive enactment. Yet the continual increase in the cost 
of school administration has tended to nullify such in- 
creases. And it has been necessary in this town—to 
raise additional funds for the schools. This year we have 
an unexpended balance in the school account of 
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$1,059.37, 

An EXPLANATION will show how the state 
school fund is computed and how these increased appro- 
priations affect the financial returns from the state. 

The State allocates $400.00 for each teaching posi- 
tion. (Certified teachers). In addition to this sum the 
State allocates $90.00 for each graduation above 15 mills 
by 3 mill steps. 

The mill tax for education in Limington is now 
.02537 which entitles the town to 4 graduations of 90 
dollars each where certified teachers are employed (for 
each position) as follows: 


Beginning at 15 mills 4 OU 
18 90 
21 90 
24 90 
Total $360.00 Additional money 


This year there was a reduction in the state school 
fund which was in part restored by recent legislative 
enactment. The amount to be restored on this years 
allocation in this town is for schools $444.80. 

The school rate in Limington is nearly as high as 
the State average of .02549. 

Until such time as larger allocations are made 
available by increased state resources through a new 
system of taxation then of necessity a large part of the 
support of our schools must come from local taxation. 
There is a great need of a system of taxation that would 
relieve the property owner’s burden. 

At first it would seem unnecessary to raise the 
same amount of money for the schools and the academy 
if they have as resources an unexpended balance for 
Elementary Schools of $1059.37 plus $444.80 from the 
state. However if we fail to raise this amount then we 
lose one bracket at $90 for each position. With these 
additional resources from the state we are able to pay 
better teacher salaries, and purchase additional equip- 
ment for the schools. 
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Repairs 


Under repairs the most satisfactory work accom- 
plished has been in painting and renovating the interiors 
of school buildings. The interior of the Lincoln school 
was painted and the Franklin school was redecorated in 
a very satisfactory manner. The interior is now very 
attractive in appearance. Other repairs have been large- 
ly for routine repairs in setting glass and glazing win- 
dows and repair of desks. Several new desks have been 
purchased within the last few years. However it would 
be desirable to purchase 15 new movable seat and desk 
combinations that could be easily moved from school te 
school where needed. 


Appropriation for Schools

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF LIMINGTON ACADEMY 


We started the school year with an enrollment of 
40 pupils. There were 11 seniors, 9 juniors, 9 sopho- 
mores, 10 freshmen and 1 post graduate. We have lost 
one senior due to the family moving to Westbrook, one 
freshman has moved away and two others have left 
school. One of the difficulties of high schools today is 
the lack of conveyance. We have lost pupils due to this. 
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When Consolidated Schools have been built in other 
towns, conveyance for High School pupils has resulted. 
The loss which saddened the whole school and commu- 
nity was the passing of one of our sophomore boys— 
Stanley Weeman. 

Late in the past summer we did some much needed 
repairs which we were unable to do last year. The un- 
sightly condition on the North porch was taken care of, 
and much needed painting inside was done, finishing the 
main room, a small class room, the halls and dressing 
rooms. A few things were also done with the idea or 
safety, such as rehanging the doors to swing outward. 
A new exit door was also placed in the rear of the Gym. 

The greatest need of our school is the improvement 
of the water and sanitary facilities of our Academy. It 
is to be hoped that this will come about by the interest 
shown on the part of the alumni and friends of the 
school. 

The Home Economics department has a new sew- 
ing machine which enables the pupils to do better work, 
and the two good machines we now are using are en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

We have had an excellent year in athletics. We 
were selected to take part in a play-off game to get into 
the State Small School Tournament. This is an honor 
based on our record of 12 wins and 4 losses. We are 
still competing for the League championship, having 
2 games still to play. Our coaches have done good work 
and deserve much credit. Our girls team have played 
many good games and we are carrying over into next 
school year a very strong girls team. - 

We are trying to introduce the sale of milk into the 
school as the beginning of a better program for Health. 
This project is going very well now. So far we are sell- 
ing in the school, chocolate milk, plain milk and candy 
bars. Later we may expand. 

We are also trying out a different arrangement of 
the school terms. We are having 3 terms of 7 weeks 
each after the Christmas vacation. 
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We think that our school is doing much good work 
also in the classes. I have some very good classes and 
the other teachers also are getting excellent results in 
many of their groups. It should be borne in mind that 
it takes all of us, teachers, pupils and parents, encour- 
aging and helping to make our program a real success. 
I feel that we have the interest of the parents to a good 
degree. — 

Let us all have in mind that Limington Academy 
has some years of usefulness yet, and let us all try to 
do the best we can and build the school to its best suc- 
cess.
